Popular Demonstrations in the 


Parliament. 


While the imperial decree governing the lower house of the 


Russian parliament strips it of all power as a legislative body, it is 
evidently determined to make its influence felt In the councils of the 
Empire. This was evinced in the proceedings of the second day of 
the session when congratulatory messages from political exiles in 
Siberia evoked tremendous applause, in which the majority of the 
number were joined by the spectators crowding the galleries. This 
popular demonstration was followed by an effort to get action on a 
motion providing for replies to these messages favoring amnesty for 
political prisoners, which was ruled out of order. Indeed, if it had 
been passed, it would probably, have been censored by the council of 
the Empire, whose members have a seat in the house. These are 
clothed with, practically, autocratic authority as the representatives 
of the Czar who has reserved to himself the right of review of all of 
the acts of the Douma and the power to dissolve It at a moment's 
notice. 


But demonstrations like that of Saturday clearly Indicate that 


the new parliament will not confine itself : ubmlsslvely to the Imperial 
program cut out for it. 
Its creation was forced upon tha Caar 


throi:gh the general demand for a constitutional government and to 
ollay the popular unrest which that demand produced throughout the 
Empire. The Douma may be prevented by the rules governing its' 
de'iberations from passing any reform measure; but the majority 
of its members are bent upon reaching results by indirection which 
cir.not be reached by direct processes. For example: the reply of the 
Const'tiUionai Democrats to the speech from the throne will declare 
for ?. st-iTti'' constitutional government, fu^ amnesty for political 
c."iio5, universal suffrage, equality, of all classes before the law and 
abolition <--f the death penalty. Sooner or later, the imperial policy 
of rcpre:;:'2n c; the freedom of speech and action in parliament will 
ler.c". ;D a cbsh -which may, result in the dissolution of that body. But 
that v.-'H be merely another step toward the final attainment by the 
JEttis^.n people of the right of representation in the affairs of the 
government. It may have to be acquired by, wading through more 
of the blooc1 of patriots than has already been shed; but its ultimate 
E complishment is sure to prevail. The movement in favor of reform 
has gains J too much strength to be successfully suppressed as is 
shown b" t':c fearlessness of the radicals in the new parliament.

It Is essential! that the losses should be equitably adjusted and 


paid Promptly but the loss has been so sweeping and general, and 


j has involved so many, interests, that the work of adjustment is coni- 
' plex and beset with many difficulties. Nevertheless, so far as our 
observation goes the underwriters are anxious for an early and 
satisfactory settlement. They keenly realize that delayed payment 
or an adjustment unsatisfactory to th« property owners and business 
men in San Francisco would shake confidence in the integrity of 
Insurance the world over, and would therefore greatly injure the 
insurance business. With a very, few minor exceptions, they pro- 
pose to remain in the San Francisco field, and understand fully that 
they cannot do so if the adjustment of losses is unfair to th« policy- 
holder or payment withheld to force a scaling down of policies. 


In any event it does not seem wise at this stage to advertise 


abroad an apprehension, not well founded, that the insurance com- 
panies do not propose to act fairly and honestly. A report of that 
character Is calculated to do much harm in retarding the general 
restoration in San Francisco. It is best not to be hasty or ill- 
tempered under the circumstances'. 


Denver has been visited by a tornado which seems to have been 


as active in its way as a well developed California earthquake, judg- 
ing- from the extent of its operations. It razed buildings, wrecked 
trolley cars smashed windows, leveled hundreds of telegraph and 
telephone pc'es r.nd indulged in much other destructive work. While 
still suilering from the effects of the recent temblor California has 
cause for sell-congratulation that she does not at least lie within the 
tornado belt. 


A subscriber, evidently an admirer of Speaker Cannon, Inquires 


v.-ith huge sarcasm if THE TRIBUNE is a Republican paper. It is 
if belief in the policies and principles of the Republican party entitle 
the paper to call itself Republican, but it is not if the test is a belief 
that Uncle Joe Cannon is the best and most available man for the 
Republic?.-.? to nominate in 1908.

you thin'c this view would be a fair one? I cannot say, that I do. 
"It appeirs to me that he would be a very poor kind of employer and

doing duty as a soldier in order that this employer's property, or 
some other employer's property, may be protected." 


The names of men who discharge their employes for serving 


in the National Guard should be publicly proclaimed that the people 
may know who they are and what business they are engaged In. 
Publicity will prove a salutary check to such exhibitions of un- 
patriotic selfishness, for popular disapproval will make itself felt In 
a way that will be wholesome and convincing. It la to be hoped, 
however, that the number of those who place their own convenience 
above the public good is comparatively small.

Fair Play for the Underwriters. 


We hardly think the strictures the San Francisco journals are

diligence, and their talk does not indicate any purpose to welch on 
their obligations. This should be gratifying instead of being a cause 
for alarm and discontent. The charge made by one of the 
San 


Francisco papers that the underwriters are "hiding in Oakland" Is 
absurd and misleading. It is calculated to excite apprehension 
where there should be confidence and ,to provoke antagonism where 
there should be none. 


The insurance companies have already paid out considerable 


sums for fire losses in San Francisco, and the general process of 
adjustment seems to be proceeding with unusual rapidity. It is 
necessary, however, that the underwriters come to an understand- 
ing with each other as well as the policyholders in cases where 
property is insured in half a dozen or more companies. In many 
cases a portion of the risks assumed by, the companies doing busi- 
ness in California has been reinsured in foreign or Eastern com- 
panies outside the jurisdiction of this State.
